The Superintending School Committee submits the 
following Report:— AL hit: 

The schools of the town have generally been successful and as good 
a degree of progress has been madesas we could reasonably expect , 
under the present arrangement of the districts, but to say that the 
money expended for school purposes does the amount of good it 
might, is certainly contrary to the facts. 

There has been a very competent corps of teachers employed to 
teach the schools and this is, indeed,commendable in the Prutential 


Committees to secure as good talent as the funds of the several dis- 
tricts will permit. 


There is nothing very different to report in regard to the schools 
this year from any preceeding. Everything seems to follow the 
“old ruts’’ with a wonderful irs and any new dea or way is not 
-very cordially received. 

No new text books have been introduced, although we would have 
gladl; y made one or two changes were public opinion in favor of. it. 

Very few districts have maps and charts worth anything, and sev- 
|, none at all. These are essential in order to secure a good un- 


derstanding of the Geography, not only of our own Country, but oth- 
ers as well. 


There is scarcely a school-houseé in town but that needs repairing. 
The several districts, should at once attend to these matters, not only 
to preserve the health of the scholars, but the property as well. 

It certainly has been proven during the past year that any attempt 
to improve the educational advantages of the town is met with con- 
tempt but the fact remains, that unless measures are taken to do 
something to increare the educational facilities, that they will soon

amount to oy little, and the young scholars Wate grow up in igno- 
rance $f ‘even the first principles. 

At no time has there been-any more need ofa high-school than 
at the present. There is a score or more of young people in town 
who need the instruction that a high-school will give, 

It is policy for the town, in our opinion, to appropriate a sufficient 
sum of money to sustain at least one term of school per .year where 
better advantages can be had than at present. 

iis is néeded if for no other reason than to keep up the value of 
real’ estate in town, and keep the good name of the town up to a de- 
cent standard. 

‘Itis unnétéssary for us to suggest more in regard to the needs of our 
schools; however, we would enforce the fact that unless the people 
stir themselves and do something, very soon too, for the common 
school, that thé town will decrease in population, in value, in respect- 
ability, and those things which constitute good society: awake, then, 
and be alive to your highest and best interests. 


We thank the teachers, scholars and citizens for the courtesy shown 
us in the performance of our duties.
